FREE POTATOES IN THE MILLS BILL. 


RniNEBECK, N. Y., Oct. 19. 
E ditor 
Fr eem an : Th e question does not y* t np- 
p ear to be satisfactorily settled: A re potatoes on th e 
free list in th e Mills bill? W h at do you say* 
D utc h ess F arm er . 


W e sa y most em pha tica lly that potatoes 
were placed on 4» « free lisl in the Mills bill. 
W e say with equal em pha sis that the am end­ 
ment subsequently adopted did not remove 
them from the free list, hut wa s ex pressed in 
la ngua ge so a m biguous and indefinite that 
a ny free trade custom s officer w ould he sus­ 
ta ined by a Dem ocra tic a dm inistra tion in ad­ 
m itting them free of duty . 
We have before us several copies of the 
M ills hill sent out from D em ocra tic headquar­ 
ters aud circulated as a ca m pa ign docum ent 
by all the lea ding Dem ocra tic papers. 
In all 
of these copies the present la w is printed in 
Roman and the cha nges proposed by the Mills 
bill in italics. 
T he cla uses rela ting to pota­ 
toes anti vegeta bles are as follow s: 


Potatoes, fifteen cents per bush el of six ty pounds. 
V egetables in th eir natural sta e, or in salt or 
brine, not specially enum erated or provided for, ten 
per cent ad valorem.

N ow in at least one of the copies of the 
bill w hich we have seen the tw o paragraphs 
a bove quoted are run together as follows : 


Potatoes, fifteen cents per bush el of six ty pounds. 
Vegetables in th eir natural state, or in salt or brine, 
not specially enum erated or provided for, ten per 
cent ad valorem. 
[Free List.] 


In this latter form, the 
Free L ist pla inly 
covers potatoes as w ell as vegetables. 
Is 
there any thing to prevent a free trade cus­ 
tom s officer from including the tw o clauses 
together in the same m anner, and adm itting 
potatoes as w ell aa vegeta bles duty free ? And 
wha t are potatoes but vegeta bles a ny wa y ? 
There is another fa ct to w hich we would 
ca ll especial attention. 
In 
the official aud 
com plete copy of the M ills bill theie occurs 
th is clause in the Free L i s t: 


Bulbs and roots not oth erw ise provided for. 


T he singular fa ct appears tha t this clause 
is not printed in the D em ocra tic copy . 
Po­ 
ta toes are both “ bulbs and roots,” and their 
presence in the free list w ould m ake it obliga ­ 
tory upon the custom s officer to enter them 
free of duly . 
So w ell w a s this understood 
tha t in the copies prepared by the Democrats 
for the inform ation of the people the clause 
wa s left out. 
And this is not the only in­ 
sta nce in which the D em ocra tic copy was gar­ 
bled and m uti'ated in the interest of that 
pa rty and “ with intent to d eceive.” 
Perha ps no clearer discussion of the hill, 
its a m biguous nature, and the origina l inten­ 
tion of the framers, ha s been presented than 
by the Steub en Co urier, published in one of 
the lea ding potato grow ing counties of the 
sta te aud ha ving a la rge circula tion a m ong 
the farmers.

Gov. H ill is n good deal like other D em o­ 
cratic speakers; he tries to adapt him.-elf to 
his surroundings.

Th e only result of th e eon 
spiracy to “ Put Cleveland in a h ole " was th e l’resi 
dential edict th at th e great men and bad boys sh ould 
stay in at recess—sh ould stay ut h om e wh ile th e party 
went on its outing to 5t.

Hill, lie m akes an excellent sp eeh in 
Indiana. 
His appeal to th e people on th e salt tax is 
unansw erable.

W e say m ost em phatically that potatoes 
were placed on 4iu free list in the Mills bill. 
W e say with equal emphasis that the amend­ 
ment subsequently adopted did not remove 
them from the free list, hut was expressed in 
language so ambiguous and indefinite that 
any free trade customs officer would he sus­ 
tained by n Democratic administration in ad­ 
m itting them free o f duty. 
We have before us several copies of the 
M ills bill sent out from Democratic headquar­ 
ters aud circulated as a campaign document 
by all the leading Democratic papers. 
In all 
o f these copies the present law is printed in 
Roman and the changes proposed by the Mills 
bill in italics. 
The clauses relating to pota­ 
toes and vegetables are as follows:

In this latter form, the Free L ist plainly 
covers potatoes as well as vegetables. 
Is 
there anything to prevent a free trade cus­ 
toms officer from including the two clauses 
together in the same manner, and admitting 
potatoes as w ell as vegetables duty free ? And 
what are potatoes but vegetables anyway ? 
There is another fact to w hich we would 
call especial attention. 
In 
the official aud 
com plete copy of the Mills bill thcie occurs 
this clause in the Free L is t: 


B u lb s a n d ro o ts n o t o th e rw is e p ro v id e d fo r. 
The singular fact appears that this clause 
is not printed in the Democratic copy. 
Po 
tatoes are both “ bulbs and roots,” and their 
presence in the free list would make it olili 
tory upon the customs officer to enter them 
free of duty. 
8o well was this understood 
that in the copies prepared by the Democrats 
for the inform ation of the people the clause 
was left out. 
And this is not the only in­ 
stance in which the Dem ocratic copy was gar­ 
bled and m uti'ated in the interest of that 
party and “ with intent to deceive.” 
Perhaps no clearer discussion of the bill, 
its am biguous nature, and the origiunl inten 
tion of the framers, lias been presented than 
by the Steuben Courier, published in one of 
the leading potato grow ing counties of the 
state and having a large circulation am ong 
the farmers. 
W e quote: 


The D em ocrats intended to place no tatoes on tho 
free list, and just so surely as they come Into full 
control of the governm ent they wdl do so beyond 
any possible question, whether they are there now 
or not. 
It would be no greater strain in ruling to adm it 
potatoes free of duty under the MilL bill, as it now 
stands, than it is to do as the Free Trade treasury 
department is now doing, adm itting wool which fs 
equivalent to scoured wool a t one-third of the duty 
it ought to pay, all in the interest of Free Trade and 
ag ain st the interest of the A m erican wool grower. 
If it had not been for the duty, the country would 
have been flooded with the foreign product. 
We 
have seen an ex tract from a Scotch paper stating 
the amount of potatoes sent to A m erica from Scot­ 
land, and com plaining th a t if It had not been for 
the duty the am ount would have been much larger. 
The position of the Democratic party is accurate­ 
ly shown in the following questions : 
W as not the Mills bill carefullv considered by the 
President and the Democratic leaders before it was 
introduced into the House of R epresentatives! 
Did it not contain, as originally drawn, at least 
two clauses putting potatoes on tne free list? 
Did not the Albany Argus, a. high D emocratic 
authority, heartily endorse th a t action?

h m not the Rochester Union, a high Democratic 


Gov. H ill is a good dual lik e other Dem o­ 
cratic speakers; he tries to adapt him self to 
his surroundings. 
Here in N ew York he 
does not talk m uch like a free trader, and he 
even permitted his paper, tiie Elm ira Ga­ 
zette, to copy approvingly a letter from the 
Boston H erald which stated that he was 
going to run far ahead of the national 
ticket because he was strong “ in his oypo 
sition to the methods and policy o f the na­ 
tional executive.” 
And in no instance has he

The only result of the con 
snirney to ‘' l’ut Cleveland in a hole ” was the Presi 
dential edict that the great m en and had boys should 
stay m at recess—should stay a t hom e while the party 
went on its outing to St. Louis. Discipline has im­ 
proved Gov. Hill. He m akes an excellent sp ech in 
Indiana. 
His appeal t«»the people on the salt tax is 
unanswerable, 
w hy should a Hoosier vote to pay a 
tax on salt when he could by voting the other way 
get it free of tax? The tariff question, being one of 
fact, the opposer of yesterday m ay become the con­ 
vert of to day. A speaker does not enjoy the repute 
of being ignorant. It is possible th a t Gov. Hill, the 
protectionist of last June, is, iu October, a good 
enough fre<> trader. 


T he Governor is therefore regarded at the 
W est as one who has been disciplined into 
free trade by President Cleveland. 
He was 
a Randall Democrat until disobedience was 
thrashed out of him. 
T his is hardly com pli­ 
mentary to the Governor’s m anhood and in­ 
dependence, and even his subm issiveness has 
not yet been rewarded with the long expected 
letter from the W hite H ouse approving his 
nom ination. 
But more im portant than this 
to the people of N ew York is the revelation 
that he promised the Indianians free salt. 
Salt is one of the leading products o f New- 
York, the state of which Mr. Hill is trying to 
get him self elected Governor for a thiid 
term. 
One of our largest and most flourish­ 
ing interior cities—a city o f varied indus­ 
tries, of great m anufactories, of churches,

He is a 
protectionist in New York, hut a rampant 
free trader in Indiana. 
Here he is looking 
out for his gubernatorial chances; out there 
he is nursing a Presidential boom for 1*92. 
In the latter effort he has not hesitated to pro 
claim him self the enem v o f his own state.

T h ere bein g som e irreg ularity in tin 
Lcgis’ative record o f the resolution the sul 
m ission w as regard ed techn ically n ot proper 
ly subm itted . 
B ut the n ex t L egislature be 
in g R epublican passed a legislative a ct sub 
stan tiuliy acco rd in g to the am en d m en t an d 
thus prohibition w as secured an d is the law 
of the State. 
Io w a com m en ced w ith tlie 
sam e elem en ts in the party as we have 
N ew Y ork. 
Som e of the best m en 
in tin 
party at first question in g t he practicability of 
p rohibition , b ut th e logic of a trial has thor 
o ughly con vin ced the R epublican s o f low : 
that it is the best rem ed y fo r the liquor 
curse. 
REPUBLICANS ACT EVE IN KANSAS. 
N ow we will take the action of the parly 
in K an sas. P rev io us to 18 8 1 the S tate c f Ivan 
sas fo r several years had a licen se an d local op 
tion law w hich in several features w as very rc 
st riel ive. 
In the L egislature o f 1878 the lit 
publican s w ere en d eavorin g to pass fm tiier 
restrictive am en d m en ts to the licen se law, 
T he D em ocrats suggested to them the sub 
mission o f the question fo r con stitution al 
am en d m en t as a com prom ise in the belief it 
w ould 
he voted d ow n . 
T h e R epublican s 
accepted the proposition an d on N ovem ber 
2, 1880. tin * am en d m en t to the C on stitution 
prohibitin g tlie traffic as a beverage w as sub 
m ilted aud carried by a m ajo rity vote of 
7,998. 


IN MAINE. 
T hen the R epublican s in 
the S tate of 
M ain e by part v action subm itted the proliibi 
tory am en d m en t to the C on stitution , w hich 
was carried by a m ajo rity of 46,972. 
IN RHODE ISLAND. 
In 1886 the R epublican s caused an am en d ­ 
m en t to the C on stitution to lie subm itted ,pro 
hibitin g the t ra ffic n s a beverage in the State 
of R hod e Islan d , w hich w as carried by a m a ­ 
jority of 5,883. 


IN MICHIGAN. 
T he 
R epublican s in 
M ichigan , in 1887, 
caused the am en d m en t to be subm itted w hich 
was lost by 5,645. 


NOT FOR THE THIRD PARTY TO SAY. 
It is n ot for th ird p a rty P rohibition ists to 
say it w as d efeated by the R epublican s.

R epublican s d id n ot d o their d uty in m an y 
in stan ces, it is largely chargeable to the e f­ 
forts of the tiiird p arly in d efeatin g the Re­ 
publican s in 1884, w hich caused m an y R e­ 
publican s to be in d ifferen t, w ho otherw ise 
w ould have d on e th eir best for the success of 
the am en d m en t.

THK CITIZEN IS SOVEREIGN. 
In this Republic where Ihc citizen is sov­ 
ereign it is the duty of the citizen to be prop­ 
erly qualified so that lie m ay rule wisely. 
There rests upon every individual, as a voter, 
the duty to understand and know the object 
and effect of his vole, and then to cast that 
vole where it will promote the best results. 
H e who closes iiis eyes and blindly follows 
the dictation of others is not doin'; his duty, 
lío should llrst be sure that nis action is based 
upon true facts aud right principles, 
lie 
m ust investigate for him self the right and 
wrong o f every fact and principle laid down 
for him to be guidt-d by. 
If principles and 
facts tire correct, then allow them to iniluence 
the action. 
On the other hand, if it. is found 
that certain claimed principles and facts are 
not true that man who will not renounce 
them is no*, a safe guide for him self or others. 
H e is not. the conscience voter in this country; 
lie is the demagogue or his tool. 


ISSUES BASED UPON FACTS. 
The issues in the present political campaign 
are based upon facts and principals, with ref­ 
erence to which there are material differences 
between the different parlies. 
Tlmt the two 
great parties materially differ to m y mind is 
self-evident and 
need only be referred to 
from tlie fact that there is a third party which 
claim s there is 
no difference. 
It is this 
third party which has invited this discussion, 
therefore I will more particularly direct my 
remarks to show the falsity of disposition ail'd 
the cironeous facts and principles upon which 
it relies to justify itself as an organization 
and a necessary political fat tor.

COMMERCIAL RELATIONS OF NATIONS. 
T he commercial relations c f nations have 
alw ays bien of vital importance and always 
w ill be. 
When English avarice is interested 
tosíam e our policy in our relations with her, 
if should be of sufficient importance to the 
average voter to know the ditfcrcncebetween 
the two policies and to help to decide between 
those policies. 
This third party can only ex­ 
pect to maintain ¡is existence by putting forth 
this assertion and insisting upon it that the 
tw o great parties do not have any difference 
in their policies. 
Mow, when it comes be­ 
fore an enlightened people with such asser­ 
tions it ought to be to its discredit on all 
other positions it takes anil seeks to main­ 
tain. 


AS TO TIIK LIQUOlt TRAFFIC. 
A s to the liquor Traffic, this third party 
bases its necessity lor an existence011 the fact, 
as claimed, that there is no difference in the 
attitude of the Republican and Democratic 
parties towards the traffic. 
It claim s that 
both parties being in the interest of the ruin 
traffic that temperance legislation cannot be 
procured and such legislation enforced by ex­

hibition total vote in 
1872 was 5,(i08. 
The 
Prohibition total vote in 1884 was 1.10,809. 
T h e annual average increase was 12,081. 
T hus while the Prohibition party in 12 years 
was gaining annually 
12,085, m ostly from 
tlie Republicans the Republican party dining 
the same period increased annually 104,575. 
T he Prohibition increase in 12 years was 145 - 
020. 
The Republican increase in 12 years 
1,254,911. 
If this average increase is main­ 
tained this year the Prohibition vote will lie 
increased tbout 50,000, the Republican in­ 
creased 400,000. 
T a k e another comparison. 
T be total vote 
in Presidential years has been increased at 
the rate of 1,000,000. 
Of Ibis vote the Prohi­ 
bition party should receive this year nearly 
oue-lliird, 200.000.

elected 
the Democratic nom inees, Pierce and King. 
Then in 
1856 the 
Free 
8oil 
Democrats 
and 
the 
anti Slavery 
W higs 
united 
and organized the Republican party with 
Frem ont for President. 
Then in lo w 
the 


Democratic party split again, running two 
tickets, and the first Republican President 
was elected. 
To carry out the analogy with 
reference to the nun traffic, the Democratic 
party must split tw ice, and in the second split 
Hie 
Republican Prohibitionists must unite 
with the Democrats that have left their party, 
form a new party with a platform of non ex­ 
tending the liquor traffic into the territories, 
and no new state to be admitted without prohi­ 
bition of the traffic in its constitution. 
This 
party must run tw o Presidential candidates, 
its 
second 
Presidential 
candidate 
elect 
when war will be declared by nil attack of 
the National Brewers’ Association 011 tlie fort 
called the W om an’s Christian Temperance 
U nion, and as a war measure after a year and 
one half of war the President issue a procla­ 
mation that 110 more intoxicating liquor shall 
b.' made and sold as a beverage in the United 
¡State- 
T his Prohibition party failing to 
reach the proportions o f a party even like the 
Greenback party which elected legislative 
otliects in State and Congress and in 1880 
numbered 808,578 and is now of the past, yet 
this Prohibition party never has elected a 
legislative officer in Congress or State as lea n 
learn, yet survives in great hope. 


THE PRESENT PARTIES SUFFICIENT. 
T he present parties, the Republican in tlie 
North and Democratic in the South, are pos­ 
sessed of all the requisite elem ents for the 
possibly securing State and National prohibi­ 
tion of the liquor traffic. 
Outside of these 
two great parties P riliibition is impossible. 
A demand of a third party for that purpose 
Is a delusion. 
In support-of this proposition 
we must consider the situation and condi­ 
tions 
uuiler 
which prohibition must be 
secured 
if 
at 
all. 
W hen 
a 
certain end is to be attained, we m ust exam ­ 
ine our forces and the forces against which 
we contend, and wisely direct all of our ac­ 
tion to secure the best results. 
My objection 
to the Prohibition p u ty is that they adopt the 
one plan for all conditions and will not con­ 
sent to any other plan for different conditions. 
If the majority is so great in any locality that 
ii is impossible to secure Prohibition then 
they refuse to act with their friends to secure 
the very next la st possible law governing the 
saloon. 
N ow there are three forces in this 
contest. 
In the 
Republican party about 
equally divided 4 liquor men i moderation 
men and T Prohibitionists, that w ill be about 


11s you will find them throughout the ¡State. 
The moderation men ate those who do not be­ 
lieve it is sinful moderately to drink wine, and 
light drinks, blit arc opposed to the saloon, 
favor High License, ltd by Howard Crosby. 
T hey oppose prohibition as 
impractical. 
Thus these parties arc struggling in the R e­ 
publican party to control the action of the 
party. The High License men and Prohibition­ 
ists united can control. 
He who watches the 
conventions iu this State cannot fail to ob ­ 
serve tiiis contest. 
Last year at Saratoga the 
Prohibitionists secured the party com m ittee to 
local option. 
But in the following elec­ 
tion 
High 
License came 
to 
the 
front, 
and Assemblyman Crosby triumphed, but 
not without the party in caucus being pledged 
to the passage of a resolution for the submis­ 
sion to the people of an amendment to the 
Constitution prohibiting the traffic as a bever­ 
age in this State. 
Titus Prohibition lias ad­ 
vanced one step by the passage of this reso­ 
lution in 
the Senate by a 
strict 
party 
vote 
and 
in tlie Assem bly 
by a vote 
of 
08 
solid 
Republican 
votes 
against 
50 
solid 
Dem ocratic 
votes 
and 
one Republican member, w ho was a liquor 
man, voting with tbe Democrats, who would 
not Ik1 controlled by tlie caucus. 
This year 
the State Convention in its platform approved 
this act of the last Legislature, and favored 
an increase of charges upon the liquor traffic 
by an increase in the license fee. 
This shows 
the contest of these elem ents on a moral ques­ 
tion. 
This contest within the Democratic 
par y in this State does not exist. 
The liquor 
forces control without opposition, and the 
party nominations are made in the interest of 
the saloon, solidly opposed to any iuctease of 
the burdens of the traffic by increase of li­ 
cense fee. 
ABSURD PROHIBITION CLAIMS. 
Now when it is claimed that there is no 
material difference in this State on this liquor 
question I cannot so regard it. 
T he n igh Li- 
ccns** men and Fiolribitionists in the party 
are united in opposition to the saloon. 
That 
is the situation temperance people must ac­ 
cept. 
I lav it down as a sound principle 
that no political action is possible to be taken 
in advance ot the sentiment of the majority 
of the individual members of that party. 
I 
lay 
it 
down 
as 
a 
fact 
that 
the 
mass of Prohibition sentiment iirthis State 
is opctatiug and acting in the Republican 
party. 
I lay it down a#another fact that if 
these Prohibitionists in our party withdraw 
from the Republican party in this contest it 
is a surrender to the liquor interest. 
To sur­ 
render b tlie act of a cow ard. 
T o leave tbe 
Republican party and leave because we can­ 
not accom plish our purposes at once, is to 
cover ourselves with a worse defeat. 
But 
you say that united with the Prohibition 
party we would win. 
1 do not so regard it. 
T he 
High 
License 
men 
in 
our 
party 
equal 
the 
Prohibitionists 
who 
would 
be 
obliged 
to 
compromise 
with 
tbe 
liquor interest, in tlie party, and then the 
Democratic party would have entire control, 
That is the situation, and with reference to 
that situation Uiiristlan men m ust act to pro­ 
duce the best result. 
W hen you say, as in 
your platform, this situation shows the im ­ 
perative demand for tlie Prohibition party, 1 
say it shows the imperative demand that such 
parly should not exist. 
Every man you take 
from the Prohibitionists, in our party, 
is 
weakening our force. 
It hurts our cause. 
I 
can truly say it hurts our feelings, anil should 
it not ? 
IIOW TO SUCCEED. 
If you want to know how in the R epub­ 
lican party w e can get the force sufficient to 
succeed.. 1 answer : History and experience 
shows and emphatically contradicts the as­ 
sumption that a third party is necessary. 
As 
I have said before, prohibition cannot be se­ 
cured without a public sentiment demanding 
it. 
W hen a sentimeut has made a demand 
the existing parties have met that demand. It 
m ust be acknowledged that to ntake the pub­ 
lic sentiment you must reform the individual 
and following all temperance revivals, for the 
individual lias followed temperance legislation 
according to the requirements of that temper­ 
ance seaiiuient. 
I will call your attention to 
these historical facts: 


AMERICAN TEMPERANCE SOCIETY. 
In 1826 and follow ing years there was organ­ 
ized a temperance society called the" American 
Tem perance ¡Society.” Dr. Richard Eddy, in 
his book on alcohol, in history, page 285 says; 
'• I11 1820 a National organization called the 
Americau Tem perance Society, 10 years later 
merged into the 
¿Vmeriean 
Temperance 
Union, organized in Boston under a pledge of 
total abstinence front ardent spirits.” 
l)r. 
Eddy says of this organization societies iu 
1888 numbered 
not less than 5,000, with 
1.500.000 
membership. 
4,000 
distilleries 
stopped, 6,000 merchants had given up sales. 
This was followed by prohibitory laws iu 
Massachusetts, Maine, Vermont, Connecticut, 
Rhode Islaud, Michigan and New-York. 


T H E WASHINGSONIAN MOVEMENT. 
Then again we come down to 1840 and 
the follow big years. Then the W ashingtonians 
were organized to reform men front drink­ 
ing. 
This temperance tcvivul swept every­ 
thing before it. 
Dr. E ddy, in his book, 
I ages 
828 
and 
878, 
tells 
that in 1840, 
there were 5,000,000 teetotallers, with over 
10.000 societies. 
This was followed by pro­ 
hibitory laws, passed between 1840 and 1855, 
in the states of New-Hampshire, W isconsin, 
Michigan, Ohio, Rhode Islaud,M assachusetts, 
Verm ont, Connecticut, Indiana, Illinois, D el­ 
aware and the Territories of Minnesota and 
Nebraska. 


t h e w o m e n ’s c r u s a d e . 
Then we come down to the year 1873. The 
■Women’s Crusade aud Francis M urphy, iu 
1874, inaugurated temperance reform known 
as the blue-ribbon movement; also Dr. Henry 
A. 
Reynolds, 
the same 
year 
the 
red- 
rihbon clubs. 
The temperance revivals, un­ 
der tlie wom en, and the leadership of thess 
two men, seemed to exceed anything that 
bad been before. 
In m ost of the Northern 
States, and especially in the W est, thousands 
of. men reformed. 
Immediately the results 
of that sentiment showed itself in political ac­ 
tion and legislation. 
IN IOWA in 1879. 
I will show that best by reading the plat­ 
form of the Republican 
party 
jn 1879, 
ill the State of Iowa, and subsequent action 
thereon. 
II. T h a t we reafflm the position of th e R epublican 


party heretofore expressed upon tin- subject of tem ­ 
perance and prohibition, and \ve]hail w ith pleasure 
the beneficent work of reform clubs and other or 
eanimations in prom oting personal tem perance; and 
iu order that the entire question c f prohibition m ay 
lie settled in a non-partisan m auuer, w e favor t e 
subm ission to tlie jx.op!e, at a special election, o f a 
constitutional am endm ent,prohibiting tlie m an u fac­ 
ture and sale o f all in toxicatin g liquors, as a bever­ 
age. within this State. 
The Legislature of ’79 and ’81, acting under 
these instructions, voted to adopt and submit 
the follow ing amendment: 
S e c t i o n 2 0 . N o person shall m anufacture fur s a t e , 
or keep ror sale as a beverage, any in toxicatin g 
liquors w hatever, including ale, w ine or beer. 
The 
G eneral A ssem bly shall, by law , prescribe regula­ 
tions for tlio enforcem ent of the provisions herein 
contained, and shall thereby provide suitable p en al­ 
ties for violations of th e provisions thereof. 
This 
was subm itted to the people June 
27, 1882, end carried by a majority o f 29,- 
974. 
There being some irregularity in tlie 
Regis’ative record o f the resolution the sub­ 
mission was regarded technically not proper 
ly submitted. 
But the next Legislature be­ 
ing Republican passed a legislative act sub­ 
stantially according to tbe am endm ent aud 
thus prohibition was secured and is the law 
of the State. 
Iow a com m enced w ith the 
same elements in the party as we have in 
N ew York. 
Som e of the best men 
in the 
party at first questioning the practicability of 
prohibition, but the logic of a trial has thor­ 
oughly convinced the Republicans o f Iowa 
that it is the best rem edy for the liquor 
curse. 


REPUBLICANS ACTIVE IN KANSAS. 
N ow we will take the action of the party 
in Kansas. Previous to 1881 the State iff K an­ 
sas for several years had a license and local op­ 
tion law which in several features w as very re­ 
strictive. 
In the Legislature of 1878 the Re­ 
publicans were endeavoring to pass further 
restrictive amendments to the license law. 
The Democrats suggested to them the sub­ 
mission o f the question for constitutional 
amendment as a compromise in the belief it 
would 
tie voted down. 
Tlie Republicans 
accepted the proposition and ou N ovem ber 
2. 1880, the amendment to the Constitution 
prohibiting the traffic as a beverage was sub­ 
mitted and carried by a majority vote of 
7,998. 


IN MAINE. 
Then the Republicans in the State of 
Maine by partv action subm itted the prohibi­ 
tory am endm ent to tlie Constitution, w hich 
was carried by a m ajority of 46,972. 


IN RHODE ISLAND. 
In 1886 the R epublicans caused an am end­ 
ment to the Constitution to be subm itted,pro­ 
hibiting the traffic as a beverage in the State 
of Rhode Island, w hich was carried by a m a­ 
jority of 5,883. 


IN MICHIGAN. 
The Republicans iu 
M ichigan, in 1887, 
caused the amendment to be subm itted w hich 
was lost by 5,645. 


NOT FOR THE THIRD PARTY TO SAY. 
It is not for third party Prohibitionists to 
say it was defeated by the Republicans. 
If 
Republicans did not do their duty in many 
instances, it is largely chargeable to the ef­ 
forts of tlie third party in defeating the Re­ 
publicans in 1884, wliiclt caused m any R e­ 
publicans to be indifferent, who otherwise 
would have done their best for the success of 
the amendment. 


WORK OF REPUBLICAN PARTY ELSEW HERE. 
Beside those states in which the Reptil) 
liean party lias been instrum ental in secur­ 
ing constitutional amendments prohibiting 
tbe 
traffic in 
intoxicating 
liquor as 
a 
beverage, 
in 
many 
o f 
the 
states, 
according to tbe 
temperance 
sentim ent, 
the Republican party in the Northern States 
lias enacted local option and other measures 
to restrain the traffic. 
The exam ination of 
the several Republican platform s in the State 
Conventions shows how the party is contend­ 
ing along the lines for prohibition, local op­ 
tion, high license and subm ission of the pro­ 
hibitory amendment. 
Let 11s exam ine the 
platforms on these subjects during the pres­ 
ent year and see if it means a square light 
against rum. 
I w ill read the different tem ­ 
perance planks in the platform w hich has 
come under my observation. 


IN SIXTEEN STATES. 
Mr. Adams then read the platforms, show ­ 
ing the policy fixed in G states for prohibi­ 
tion, 5 local option, 3 high license, and 4 
are favoring the submission of prohibition 
amendments. 


IN NEBRASKA AND PENNSYLVANIA. 
T lie refutation of tlie Third 
party argu­ 
ment that High License prevents action for 
prohibition amendments is com pletely over 
thrown by the Republican party iu the plat­ 
forms ot the States of Nebraska and P enn­ 
sylvania, having declared fairly for the sub­ 
mission of constitutional prohibitory am end­ 
ments to a vote of the people. 


IN 18 OUT OF 20 STATES. 
Again in 1886, the Republican 
Conven­ 
tions in the several states, then held, 18 out 
of 20 all had in their platform s.planks of the 
same character a.s those of 1888. 
Then, 
when those several states sent delegates to 
the great National Convention, 
this senti­ 
ment could not be controlled bv the Com ­ 
mittee of Resolutions, aud Mr. Boutcllc. of 
Maine, a staunch temperance man, a Prohi­ 
bitionist. in open convention, made it a part 
of the National Republican platform , as fol­ 
lows : 


FIRST CONCERN OF GOOD GOVERNMENT. 
“ The first concern of all good government 
is the virtue and sobriety of the people and 
the purity of the hom e. 
T he Republican 
party cordially sym pathizes with all w ise and 
well-directed efforts for the promotion of tem ­ 
perance and m orality." 
H ow could it be 
possible in words to make n plank that would 
comprehend all the efforts of the stales on 
the temperance question better than is done 
in this plank. 
It means there is a struggle 
all along the lines and thegreat National party 
stands behind its Prohibitionists in the party 
in Maine and all the states. 
The party stands 
pledged to the best results in each o f the 
States. 
The third party, Prohibitionists,m ay 
try all their schem es to erase the fact that 
this plank does not mean anything, but they 
will fail. 
It means that there is a great party 
fully com petent and equipped to handle this 
temperance question according to the senti 
ment of the people. 


PROHIBITORY LAWS. 


But you say you have repealed prohibí 
tory laws in the States and you get out your 
political ledger atyi say by that the account 
is against us, and even are so friendly to the 
Democrats as to say that they stand in better 
credit than the Republicans by 4 to 0. 
To 
this we say the repeal has only been in cases 
where the acts have been declared unconsti­ 
tutional by the courts or the law being unen­ 
forced, public sentiment had changed and de 
ntnnded changes to other restriction laws, not 
to favor the saloon but to put a check ou the 
traffic that could be enforced according to 
the sentiment behind the laws. 


CHANGE IN PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 


This chantre in public sentim ent does not 
atgue that it is necessary to have a party to 
maintain temperance sentim ent. 
It means 
that this is an eteroel war against the traffic 
so long as avarice and appetite exists in hu­ 
man nature. W hen public sentim ent on tem ­ 
perance is on the decline or is not as strong 
as it should lie temperance men should renew 
their efforts to revive the proper sentim ent 
instead of finding fault, leaving the party 
that is able to accom plish results, and after 
they have left the party say, I could not stay 
w itliyou as your party was uot for temper 
a nee. 
DOWN IN TH E SOUTH, 


Now the fact that prohibitory law s in the 
South have been secured through the action 
of the Democratic party is a very strong ar 
gm nent against the need of a new party to 
accom plish prohibitory laws. 
Fifteen of the 
Southern Stales have local option prohibitory 
laws, secured through the old party organ 
izations, and the imperative dem and for 
party especially organized for that purpose 
to secure and enforce prohibition, stands asa 
mere assertion against the facts that both 
North and South, by the old parties, prohi 
bition is accom plished. 


PR OH IBITIO N ISTS nA V E DONE NOTHTNO. 


T he third party has been in existence for 
nearly 20 years. 
Prohibitory law s during 
that tim e have been passed in 31 states of the 
38 states in tlie Union. 
In no single instance 
has this prohibitory legislation been due to 
the Prohibition party. 
In m ost cases these 
laws have been passed by legislators in spite 
of the opposition at the ballot-ltox of rum- 
sellers ana party Prohibitions. The onlv effect 
of this third party has been to draw off votes 


from the party that lias accom plished the 
prohibitory legislation. 


TEMPERANCE FOM K» HINDERED. 
I f appears 111 the contest to weaken aud hin­ 
der temperance forces, both North and South. 
W ithout the power to do anything tlum 
elves, they spend theirtiute and substance in 
the indirect interest of the rum traffic. They 
ay in many cases be innocent of any such 
intention, but tlie fact nevertheless exists that 
such is the result of their efforts. 


M ERELY AN EX PERIM EN T. 
The fact is that this third patty appears in 
politics as an experiment in which it asks the 
members o f the old parlies to surrender all 
their relations and interests on other great 
testions to experiment with them tlie possi­ 
bility of building up a new party to secure 
what the other parties grant just as much as 
possible. 
W hen they ask me to experiment 
with them I w ill give them tlie answer tuade 
to me by a colored gentleman of our City. 
! 
m et him the other day and he said to 
“ Mr. 
¿Vilnius, 
I 
see 
you 
are 
going 
to 
discuss 
the 
Frohibitionists.” 
I answered. “ Y es.” 
lie then said : “ W tll, 
Mr. Adam s, la in temperance you know, but 
I can’t give up certain for uncertain.” There 
intuitive logic iu that remark and I ac­ 
cept it as the safest course to adopt. 
I ask 
the tiiird party, Prohibitionists, is not a 20 
years’ trial sufficient to convince you it is time 
for you to give up au uncertain for a certain? 


UNTRUTHFUL STATEMENTS REFUTED. 
The next objection I make to the third 
parly’s national platform is that in the third 
division you announce that which is not true 
in fact or principle. 
It reads as follows : 
‘a. T hat nay font) of license, t. xation, > r regula- 
¡1 of tlie liquor traffic is contrary to good G.iveru- 
iiient; that any party which supports regulation 
license, or taxation, enters into alliance with such 
attic anil becom es th e actual foe to the State's w el­ 
fare; aud that w e arraign the Hep ihlieuu and Dem ­ 
ocratic parties for their persist n! altitu de iu favor 
of th e license iniquity, whereby they oppose tin- de­ 
m and of the people for prohibition, am i, through 
open com p licity with the liquor crim e, defeat the 
enforcem ent of law. 


LICENSE NOT THK BEST LAW. 
The fact that license is not the b;st law or 
remedy for the evils caused by the traffic un­ 
der certain conditions of society I admit. But 
in a locality where you cannot have prohibi­ 
tion and public 
sentiment 
would not en­ 
force the law, a prohibitory law is of no 
use, and the law is made a subject <>f eon 
tempt. 
In such a case having the option of 
license, I should regard it my Christian duty 
to say 1 w ill take license, with its restrictions 
real as I could have them made. 
Il is a 
fact that ev en 
license law or tax law ¡11 
the United States are laws drawn and put 
into our statutes by temperance men in a 
tniggle against the saloon, and are the besi 
that could be secured by them at the time 
they vvcic enacted. 
Now is it not saving too 
m uch of honest Christian men that they by 
that act were itt alliance with the traffic. 
I 
remember hearing the late General Smith in 
his lifetim e tell how the temperance people 
framed and secured the excise law of 1857. 


AN ABSURDITY POINTED OCT. 
• 
General Sm ith’s liante in this City was a 
synom ym for temperance. 
To say " h<> and 
is associates were in an alliance with the 
quor traffic is an absurdity that needs no 
contradiction. 
W ould it not be saying too 
inucl. of the late John B. Finch that tie was 
iu nn alliance with the liquor business when 
he drew the High License Bill of the State ot 
icbraska, and did his bts! to secure ils pas­ 
sage. 
Dor s this third party after the death 
of their leader want to charge him with an 
dliance with the rum traffic? 
Have they not 
done so in their National ulatfortu? 


AWAY BACK IN' 1857. 
Again, in this Slate the law of l s .57 is stül 
the lavy of the State. 
It will take 2 to 0 
eats to secure a constitutional amendment. 
W ill 
tlie third party Frohibitionists 
say 
they are in favor of repealing that law ¡it 
once and have no law regulating the traffic 
until the amendment is secured? 
Shall we 
give tip the law and have •'«law ? You must 
do that in Older to be consistent with your 
platform, or else you are, bv your platform, 
in league with the rum traffic. 


THE LICENSE LAW. 
W hat is our license law ? 
It says any per­ 
son who sells without a license, as therein 
providid, shall incur the penalty of $50 for 
ach sale. 
Before he can have a license he 
must be a tuan of good moral character. 
Now I think a man ot good moral character 
w ill not permit a sale to produce drunken­ 
ness. 
If 
there 
were 
no 
drunkards 
then 
there 
would 
be 
110 
evil. 
Then the law says lie shall not sell to In­ 
dians, paupers, drunkards and minors, 
lie 
shall not sell to any iimu whose w ife or e'aii 
iren have forbidden him to sell to. 
He shall 
shall not sell between tin* hours of 1 or 5 
o’clock in the morning. 
He shall not sell on 
Sunday, 
lie must give Imnds not to keep a 
disorderly house, or keep in his house or per­ 
mit any gam bling table or games o f chance. 
"Fhat if lie violates any of the provisions of 
the act, on complaint and proof, the Excise 
Board must revoke and cancel his license, and 
1 conviction in Court of any violation re­ 
vokes the license ansolutely, and bars him 
front receiving a license again for 3 years 
Now I call that restriction. 
This law, en 
forced, wouhl rid any locality of the traffic. 
It is prohibitory 
in 
many 
features. 
It 
needs only one clause more to make it com ­ 
plete, viz; “ He shall not s< ’.I as a beverage.” 
The license fee is from $30 to $250. 
Now I 
cannot get prohibition but 1 can get this li­ 
cense law amended so the license fee will be 
$500. 
Shall I accept the am endm ent? Thai 
is the question put to me and 1 answer “ Y es.” 
Now the liquor 
traffic 
are 
raising $1,- 
000,000 
to put 
iuto the 
State 
eanva-s 
to prevent that amendment to the law. 
Now 
does the liquor traffic put so much money iu 
to keep me ill a partnership ? I accept the 
proposition that “ the traffic can never be 
legalized without sin .” 


A PROPOSITION DENIED. 
But I deny the proposition that license 
legalizes the traffic. 
License laws prohibits 
everything 
chargeable 
to 
the 
traffic 
as evil and outlaws the traffic. 


IN REFERENCE TO HIGH LICENSE. 
Do you think the nun traffic is doing a fair 
thing with the Republican party in distrust­ 
ing it by its resolutions passed at Buffalo ? 
But you say that tlie rum traffic by their 
wealthy brewers are in favor of High License. 
That utav Ik* tlie fact as against prohibition, 
for it makes them a m onopoly in the business 
and 
does 
uot 
injure 
them, 
but 
it 
the 
small 
dealers 
who 
are 
in 
the majority that oppose High License. 
T his monopoly 111 the business is a restriction 
in that it increases the price of liquor which 
means less liquor bought. 
By actual test in 
a large liquor house in New Y< rk City it is 
found that before the war when liquors were 
only B to 6 cents a glass that after the war t;ix 
was pul 011 of $ 2,00 per gallon the prices of 
liquor being 10. 15 and 25 cents, more receipts 
were 
taken 
in each day but 
the cum ­ 
ber 
o f 
drinks 
sold 
were 
more 
than 
one-half less. 
But 1 m yself do not have any 
faith in High License as a satisfactory remedy 
for the rum traffic us it exists. 
Experience 
shows that, this traffic obeys 110 license law, 
and that if it cannot get a license it will sell 
without a license, run the risk of prosecu­

ACCEPTSIIIGH LICENSE. 
Therefore, so long as I cannot have the 
prohibitory law, I accept H igh License. I be­ 
lieve experience will show ourll iglt License 
friends that it will not work, and then I stand 
in a position to ask for the trial of prohibí 
tion. 
The trial of High License aud a tem 
pcrance revival will bring prohibition. 
The 
increased revenue, it is objected, will act as a 
bribe to many voters to prevent prohibition. 
This argument is overcome by Pennsylvania 
and Nebraska, where the Republicans, not 
withstanding the High License, favor the sub­ 
mission of prohibitory amendments to the 
constitution, and in New-Jersey, where they 
have High License and locnl option, the ooun 
ties are holding elections and passing prohib­ 
itory local option laws. 


POLITICS AND TEM PERAN CE. 
There is to my mind some very serious ob­ 
jections to a political party organization for 
the purpose of advancing temperance legisla 
tion. 
It diverts the efforts of its advocates 
from the more important work of reforming 
the individual. 
For a third party Prohi

FOUGHT AT GETTYSBURG.

¿\s is well known the Old Twentieth Regi­ 
ment of Ulster and adjoining counties took 
part in the three days’ battles at Gettysburg!!. 
The follow ing taken front the official report 
of the “ movements, services and discipline 
of the Ulstei Guard, Tw entieth Regiment, 
New-York State M ilitia,” has never befóte 
been published. 
It was written when the 
details of the great battle, or series of battles, 
were fresh in the ntinds of the writers, and is 
a plain and concise statement. 
1 he Regi­ 
ment lost ¡11 killed and wounded one hundred 
and forty-five officers and men. 
The state­ 
ment is as follows : 
“ On June 30, 1863, the Regim ent began 
marching at 4 o’clock, 
A. 
M ., and at 
12 
o’clock, noon, reachedEm nicttsburgh and re­ 
ported to Major General Reynolds, who was 
in command of the First Corps. 
The Regi­ 
ment received orders to join the Third D i­ 
vision coitimiinded liy Major-General D oubh- 
day and was assigned to tin* First Brigade, 
then on picket. 
The distance inarched was 
eighteen miles. 
On July 1, at .8 
a . 
m ., the 
brigade to which the Regiment was attached, 
marched 
toward 
Gettysburg, and 
after 
reaching a position near the enemy and about 
a mile and a half w e-1 o f Gettysburg, was 
imm ediately formed in line of battle facing 
north, the Twentieth holding tin* left of 
the 
line. 
The 
Brigade 
soon 
afterward 
was 
moved 
by 
the 
right 
flank 
about half a miic to the southeast and a new 
line of battle formed facing west. 
In this 
po-ition an advance was made through open 
fields into a vallev to tin* edge of a piece of 
woods where for a time the enemy's artillery 
and musketry tin; was heavy. 
Shortly after­ 
ward U was ordered to return over the crest 
of the hill into the cleared field, where tlie 
men were somewhat 
protected. 
W hile in 
this position Company K of this Regiment, 


the main attack o f the enem y upon this position, 
after su-taining a terrific fire from seventy fie. to 
a hundred pi* ces of artillery.

brick house ami stone burn opposite the left 
flank and some eighth of a mile* in front, just 
across the valley before referred to. 
About 
1 o'clock, v. >r., the Brigade moved by the 
left flunk into the Gettysburg road when this 
Regiment and the One Hundred and Fifty- 
First Pennsylvania Volunteers 
formed line 
of battle faced north. 
During this change of 
front tlie artillery lire oi the enemy was se­ 
vere. 
At 2:30 1*. m . , the line was advanced 
across the field and front changed to the left 
until it resumed the third position of the 
forenoon. 
This m ovement was made under 
a warm artillery tire. 
The enem y soon af­ 
terward advanced two very strong lines of 
infantry, and driving in the skirmishers, 
who had sometime before been reinforced by 
Company G of Ibis Regiment moved rapidly 
on our lines. 
Their lines extended tbe front 
of two regiments beyond eur left flank, com ­ 
pletely enfilading our line and pouring a ter­ 
rible tire into our front and left, flank. 
The 
Regiment held its position nut il the artillery 
was removed and then fell I at k slow ly be­ 
hind a barricade of rails, some eighth of a 
mile in the tear and in front of Gettysburg 
Seminary, tin* enemy following rapidly in 
great force. 
Here the men were rallied and 
formed behind the barricade and cheeked the 
enem y’s advance and finally com pelled him 
to retire. 
He advanced again, however, and 
prolonging his line to our left again turned 
our Hank aud compelled the Regiment to re­ 
tire 
It fell back through the town o f G et­ 
tysburg to the high grouud south of the Cem­ 
etery. 
I11 retiring from the barricade and 
unlit they had 'reached the interior of the City 
they were under tlie fire of the enem y’s in­ 
fantry upon their rear and both flanks.” 
“ Oil July 2, at 11 a . m ., the Regiment was 
relieved and passed to the rear for supplies 
aud rest. 
In the afternoon it was thtown 
forward again as part of the forces to cheek 
the enemy, who was causing our left to re­ 
tire. 
W hen tin.* tightim*' ceased the regiment 
igncd to tin* front line, a little to the left 
of tiie centre of our line of battle. 
This 
Regiment, with the One Hundred aud Fifty- 
First Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
forming a 
emi-brigade, under command of Colonel 
Gates, were put in position behind a rail 
fence, which was converted into a barricade 
that afterward afforded some security against 
the enem y’s sharpshooters and proved of 
nccial benefit tlie next day during the artil 
lery and musketry lire.” 
‘On July o, at 12:30 p . 
m .. the enemy 
opened fire from his right and centre batter- 
, and the position occupied by this Regi­ 
ment .was swept by the tempest of shot and 
shell, which continued nearly three hours, 
unsurpassed in rapidity of firing and in the 
number of guns employed, by anything that 
ad occurred during tlie war. 
As the ran- 
onnding subsided tlie enem y’s infantry be­ 
gan to debouch from the orchard and woods 
on his right centre, and m oved in line of bat­ 
tle across the open fields between his position 
ml the highway from Gettysburg to Em- 
mettsburg. 
The Confederates were formed 
111 two lines, tI:e second line, however, not 
covering the left battalion of the tiist. T hey 
idvanecd, firing as they crime, our skirmish- 
rs falling back before them . 
T lie Regi­ 
ment opened lire upon them when they 
■ ached tlie farther edge of the valley in 
front, aud the first line imm ediately flanked 
to the left and moved radidiy in tlie new direc­ 
tion. 
As the second line received the tire 
ii began to oblique to the left and finally 
closed its left upon tiie right of tlie first line 
when all flanked to the right and moved for­ 
ward in one line of battle, firing rapidly. 
It 
being perceived that the design was to break 
through our left centre and gain tbe heights 
and batteries crowning them, between the 
road sweeping around the left of Hie cemetery 
ind th<* open fields between the enemy's line 
ind ours, the demi brigade was moved by the 
right think toward our centre corresponding 
with the enem y’s m ovements and pouring ¡1 
continuous fire into their 1 auks us they ad­ 
vanced. 
The enem y moved forward with 
unusual determination and although his ranks 
were momentarily thinned, continued to ad­ 
vance until he reached the fence tit the foot 
of the hill immediately beneath our left c e n ­ 
tre batteries, tints affording him c uisidcrublc, 
protection. 
lie threw some of his force over 
the fence and into the slashing on the hillside 
made to clear the range for our trims. 
The 
contest for the possession of this hillside and 
fence was especially obstinate anti for a con­ 
siderable time t lie chances of success appealed 
to favor first one side and then the other 
Each seemed to appreciate the fact, that the 
possession of the heights was all import­ 
ant, 
and 
each 
fought 
with 
the 
ut­ 
most 
desperation. 
The 
men 
were 
within quarter pistol sliot range and tin* fence 
and fallen trees gave the enem y considerable 
cover. 
The demi-brigade then advanced and 
pushed briskly through the slashing to the 
fence, cheering as they went, when theenem y 
broke and hastily retreated in great disorder 
while they poured into his line a heavy and 
continuous tire. 
T his concluded tlie lighting 
at this point and left us it. undisputed posses 
sion of the contested ground. 
W c took a 
large number of prisoners and the grouud in 
front was strewn with the dead and wounded 
of the enemy. 
During this almost hand-lo 
hand conflict the enem y’s batteries played 
upon friend and foe alike doing quite as much 
damage in their own racks as in ours. It was 
ascertained from the prisoners that tlie troops 
with which the two regiments had been en 
gaged was Pickett’s D ivision of Longstrect’ 
t'orps, who more than six times outnumbered 
them . 
At 6 p . m . the Regiment w as relieved 
and passed to the rear

Human nature is a puzzle.—Bronson. 
One can learn something of human nature 
—nrovided one lias time and nothing to 
worry him—while jaunting in a railroad ear;

the definitions given of “ fly,” “ boom,”

etc., were too narrow aud bigoted. These 
objections were sustained, and, as n result, I 
think I can sav without fear of contradiction, 
that both these books—certainly the former— 
have been abolished from many academies 
and

But 
does 
this 
victory 
satisfy 
the 
education 
of 
this 
country ? 
Do they stop in the fir-d ditch while breast­ 
works of barbarism and ignorance yet un­ 
sealed frown them in the face ? Not any to 
speak of. Throwing down as now useless 
weapons the “ Word Book” and “ Language 
Lessons,” they grasp the splint, the jack- 
knife and the hard-boiled egg, and, waving 
aloft a sheet of parti colored tissue paper, 
they begin anew tiie warfare 
The warrior is not usually, however, a uni­ 
versal hero, being almost always unpopular 
with one side or the other, and this case is no 
exception to the general rule. The ultra- 
conservatives, the chronic “ Kickers” and the 
old fogies are out in full force to snatch the 
laurels irom the victors’ brows. 1 ran across 
one of these old fogies the otln r day. lie 
shared a scat and mv World with me on the 
train. He was an oíd man, and his liorny 
hands, his unkempt hair, and some peculiar 
habits he had, sucli as wearing his cot­ 
ton 
trousers—the lower part of them 
at 
least—in 
his cowhide 
boots and 
wiping bis nose on ills coat sleeve, were, to 
mv practiced eye, conclusive proofs that he 
belonged to that bucolic class which is being 
so rapidly absorbed by and assimilated into 
those higher types of civilization, the “green 
goods ” dealer, and, under the present ad 
ministration, the Custom House official. 
As I stated above, this old gentleman had 
appropriated my World—1 kept my Tim s io 
digest thoroughly in a quiet place—doubtless 
having heard somewhere that it was a “ gift 
enterprise,” and, after carefully spelling out 
half a column of “ wants,” taking a dip into 
foreign politics, glancing casually at the re­ 
ligions items, and going conscientiously and 
mournfully through the marriages, deaths 
and births" he seemed to be attracted by the 
pictures in an article on “ Manual Training 
in Our Public Schools,” and soon settled 
down to a perusal of it in a way that meant 
busiress.

With this Nation Eng 
land dare not lake such a brutal course, but 
is using irold—that key which King Philip 
said would unlock the gates of any fortress 
to open our ports for its products. The sixth 
of November will determine whether Amer­ 
ican workiugnien are so unpatriotic as to giv 
foreign manufacturers a chance to increase 
their weu’th and give employment to idle 
workmen abroad. It is a principle of trade 
to buy in the cheapest market and to sell in 
the dearest. There is no philanthropy in 
trade. It is not supposable that, when duties 
are taken from imported goods, the foreign 
manufacturer will not sell his goods in our 
markets for the highest price lie can get; or, 
when lie gets control of our markets by un­ 
derselling our manufacturers, what will pre­ 
vent his asking whatever price lie pleases for 
his products? Tell me, then, how American 
workingmen are to tie benefited by free trade ? 
Free trade is not wliat this Nation needs, but 
more extended markets for its own products. 
Observant travelers in Central and South 
America say the inhabitants of ttiose coun­ 
tries prefer goods of American manufacture 
to all others. A lively trade with those coun­ 
tries is the secret of better times for working- 
tn c u iu this land."

TESTIMONY AND OPINIONS. 
Upon this temperance issue ex pert testi­ 
mony and eminent opinions are lieing put 
forth. 
Dr. Deems, in New-York, a third 
party Prohibitionist, perhaps to bolster up his 
position, in which he may hav e some doubt 
whether he is just right, has issued a circular 
of questions to a large number of Professors 
in colleges and ministers. 
The answers in 
part hav e been published in the 
Vo ice. 
This 
fact is show'ii that while thev all believ e, with 
one or two ex ceptions, in prohibition, there 
are sev eral v ery decided in their opinion that 
prohibition is best secured by supporting the 
Republican party. 


A COMPLETE ANSWER. 
| There is one opinion giv en in answer to Dr. 
Deems circular which I regard as a complete 
answer to the third party as could be made. 
Its appearance has not been in the 
Vo ice al­ 
though dated August 27, 18N8. 
It appeared 
in the In d ep en d en t 
week before last. 
It is by 
Prof. John '1'. Dullield, 1). 1)., College of 
New Jersey, Princeton, N. Y. 
Its length 
forbids my reading it. 
I will giv e one quo­ 
tation: “ The Prohibition party, therefore, is 
rather a hindrance than help to the cause of 
Prohibition. 
That it is inex pedient, if not 
indeed positiv ely harmful, is the deliberate 
and ex pressed judgment of the great mass of 
pronounced Prohibitionists of the country.” 


THE VIEWS OF CLERGYMEN. 
There has lately appeared in the 
Trib u n e 
v ery decided opinions from 2D eminent and 
representativ e clergymen in New-York City, 
from t lie Methodist, Baptist, Pi v s In terian, 
.Catholic Univ ersalist and Unitarian Churches, 
ll'hey ail agree that it would be disastrous to 
the temperance interest not to support the 
Republican candidates and especially Warner 
Miller for Gov ernor. 


WHAT THE TESTIMONY MEANS. 
I W hat does all 
this array of testimony 
’. mean? 
It means that there is a great moral 
pssue. 
It means there are conscientious men, 
’whose only relation with political parties is 
lo adv ance moral issues, whoso conv ictions 
'are fix ed that the adv ancement of those 
m oral questions can otdy be best serv ed by 
(Supporting the Republican party. 
It means 
’that the maintenance of a third party to nd- 
fv ance the same moral question is a div ision 
[of moral forces. 
A separation of those who 
: should be friends. 
A div ision that weakens 
[power. 
A div ision that brings disaster. 
DIVISION ON A MORAL ISSUE. 
Why this div ision on a moral issue? 
Is it 
to awaken a better*conscience? 
Who has a 
right to make a conscience for these men? 
W ho shall decide the right or wrong? 
Out 
of ov er 4,000,000 of Republican v oters I 
think it is fair to say tiiat one-quarter of a 
m illirn are couscientions, temperance Prohi­ 
bitionists. 
Shall they yield to the minority 
couscieqUous v oters 
of 150.000. 
We be­ 
liev e that on a conscientious quest ion,where it 
can be done without committing sin, the 
minority should yield conv ictions to the 
majority. 
If 
yielding 
conv ictions 
only 
effects an ideal, 
or an ex periment 
it becomes a v ery close question,if it is not a 
sin,for a Christian man not to use his v ote for 
the election of upright, oonscientious.Cliristian 
men, who he can possibly elect, as against 
men representing the worst elements of so­ 
ciety. 


“ VOTE AS YOU PRA Y ” ARGUMENT. 
Again,this argutnent,“ v oteas you pray,” is 
.the argument of him who has no argument. 
It partakes of that religious zeal which has 
always ex isted in indiv iduals who hav e ex ­ 
ercised no judgment and believ ed God would 
accomplish all that they desire if they only 
hav e faith. 
They are of those whom Bishop 
Simpson says “ who ex pect results without 


proper agencies; who ex pect to Ire guided in 
the ordinary affairs of life by the Div ine 
Spirit, when they do not try to use their own 
understanding and all appropriate helps. 
In the days of John Wes Ity persons repre 
sentlng this class of men, led by George Bell 
and one Max well, came v ery near, at one 
time, of breaking up his societies. This same 
zeal, about 28 years ago, appeared In West 
ern New-York, under the leadership of ooe 
Roberts, and n large number of members of 
the 
M. 
E. 
Church 
left and 
organ 
iztd 
the 
Free 
Methodist. 
They 
as 
sumed a higher and more spiritual life 
and complained of a decline iu spiritual life 
in the old church, and believ ed it to he their 
duty to bear open testimony against the 
church. 
Tiiey div ided the old church, but 
the old church continued the mighty religious 
power. 
This div ision was not wisdom. 
But 
you su}’ all great adv ances hav e been by di 
v isions. 
The greal Methodist Church was a 
separation from the Episcopal. That is true 
The separation in that case, howev er, was a 
growth not intended and a v irtual rejection 
by the Episcopal Church. 
In this case the 
third party is a div ision between those of 
like faith, the minority separating from the 
majority. 
They complain of the Republican 
party that it is not pronounced enough, does 
not reach the standard they require, and if 
you reason with thorn they say v ote as you 
pray, and they knowingly go and v ote to 
elect rum candidates instead of a temperance 
man. 
AS TO LIQUOR MKNi 
One of the objections to the Republican 
party by the third party is that there are 
liquor men in the party. 
That fact is a eon 
(Iit ion which cannot be different so long as 
there are in large cities, wards and districts in 
which the whole community is naturally 
Democratic or believ es in beer drinking. 
These communities div ide into these two 
great parties to contest local offices and secure 
local appointments. 
Then when they send 
regularlv -electod delegates to the Republican 
conv entions they cannot he refused. 


V.ALBEUOOD8 AND DEC’KIT. 
There are many methods of falsehood and 
deception practiced by the organ, tho 
Vo ice, 
of which I would like to speak, but time will 
not permit. 
I will just say when this 
Vo ice 
giv es interv iews with liquor men on temper­ 
ance issues, to be published in the 
Vo ice, and 
interv iews with publishers of a professed 
Gentian Republican pAper down in St. Louis 
for the same purpose, 1 figure it out as a con­ 
spiracy in which the managers of the third 
party, liquor dealers and llqtior newspapers 
tre willing to enter to injure the Repub­ 
lican party. 
Especially 
when 
there is 
no 
proof that the Republican National 
Committee has mailed a single one of such 
papers, and positiv ely asserts they hav e not. 
1 hav e no doubt, to keep publishers of papers 
throughout the country friendly, they are 
paid for large numbers of their publications, 
which go into the basement of the Commit­ 
tee’s headquarters, to be disposed of after 
election to the junk man. 
It is some of this 
old junk paper which so tickles the 
Vo ice. 


WARNER MILLER’S COURSE. 
Now this same organ proclaims,iu an infer­ 
ential way, that because Warner Miller in a 
speech at Malone, gav e it as his belief that it 
would be impossible in this State now to pass 
a prohibitory amendment to the Constitution 
or if passed to enforce it in the cities, that 
Warner Miller is opposed to the Prohibition 
amendment being submitted, and if submitted 
would oppose its passage. 
That does not fol 
low. 
There are many who believ e a.> War 
ner Miller does, but would work and v ote for 
such amendment. 
I myself believ e the same 
hut would support it. 
The 
Vo ice speaks 
of Dr. Talmage that*he. in an interv iew,says 
“ 1 am afraid High License must run its 
course, and be tried as a National measure, 
before men will see the utter fallacy of it, 
and resort lo Prohibition.” This shows that 
Dr. Talmage sees the condition of things, 
with reference to High License, as Warner 
Miller does. 
Yet it docs not prov e that Dr 
Talmage will not work for prohibition. This 
interv iew is remarkable in this, that it does 
not sav Dr. Talmage will not v ote for War 
ner Miller. 


AN AMUSING ASSERTION. 
Again an amusing assertion was put forth 
in this same paper, in its issue after the sub 
mission amendment had passed the New-York 
Legislature last April. 
I read iu the issue 
of April 19 : “ The same force that has secured 
its passage through both Houses of this Leg­ 
islature—namely, the increase of the Prohibi 
tion v ote—is the one thing that will secure it 
the slightest chance of passing the nex t Leg­ 
islature. after the Presidential campaign is 
ov er. 
If the Prohibition v ote were to fall 
off this year and nex t [which there isuolikli- 
hood of its doing], the bill two years from 
now would be in as hopeless a condition as it 
was four years ago.” 


A BTORY TO ILLUSTRATE. 
This reminds me of the story of the old 
man and his wife. In the early days of the 
country a bear strayed into the cabin. 
The 
old 
man 
ran 
into 
the 
garret 
and 
pulled 
the 
ladder 
after 
him. 
The 
old lady killed the bear. 
Some friends com­ 
ing to 
the 
cabin, 
the 
old 
man tohl 
them liow he-and his wife killed the bear. 
That is about the position of the third party— 
in the garret—while the Republican party is 
killing the bears. 
Now this third party is 
worse than the old man, for the old man gav e 
a little credit to the old lady. 
But still worse 
when the sons came home from the field and 
the bears come around the nex t season this 
third party proposes to go into the garret 
igain and take tlie sons with him and leav e 
the old lady to fight the bears alone. 


IN MAINE AND IOWA. 
There is another strange idea this third 
party has got in their head that in order to 
enforce proiiibition up iu Maine and Iowa 
they 
must 
be 
elected 
to 
office 
to do the fighting in that line. 
Now I pro­ 
pose to them that at the nex t election 50 good, 
substantial Republicans to 1 third party Pro­ 
hibitionist, as it will take just that number to 
carry the election in those states, go into cau­ 
cus and make nominations and those 50 to 1 
will nominute the old Republican officers and 
elect them. 
I ask you third party men how 
are you going to enforce the law any better 
under a new name than with the old name ? 


ATTEMPTS TO MISLEAD. 
This third party organ, the 
Vo ice, endeav ­ 
ors to prejudice the public against the best 
type of Christian character ex perienced iu 
State craft, integrity abov e reproach or the 
Shadow of suspicion when it puts forth,[in a 
late issue, the following : 
The election of W arner Miller and his High Li­ 
cense p- licy would be a positiv e calam ity were it 
not that, if elected, the Republican Legislature 
would a t once probably stop passing High License 
bills, as they passed them before confessedly to 
“ put the Gov ernor in a hole.” Butfff his election 
really means H igh License for New-York State, it 
would be far worse for the tem perance cause than 
the re-election of Mr. Hill. 
FANATICISM RUN MAD. 
That to me is fanaticism run mad—“ a cal­ 
amity the election of Warner M iller!” 
I 
am reminded of (he days of I860 and 1861, 
wiien fanaticism, ex emplified in Wendell 
Phillips, cried out : “ Abraham Lincoln, the 
slav e hound of Illinois.” 
Abraham Lincoln, 
possessed with that almost div ine of attrib­ 
utes, the power to interpret .the will of the 
people, stands to-day the most notable ex am­ 
ple in history. 
W ith clear perception of 
what was right, he read the sentiment that 
would stand behind him to break the slav e 
curse. 
He did not lead that sentiment, but 
he felt it rising in the v ery air, and as it came 
to him at the opportune time lie made effect­ 
ual the abolition of slav ery in this country. 
8o I believ e of Warner Miller. 
Let Ihe pub­ 
lic sentiment coine to him that will make 
prohibition 
the 
policy 
of 
the 
State, 
like 
his 
great 
predecessor, 
he 
will 
make 
it 
effectual. 
Abraham 
Lincoln was elected on the public sentimeut 
to restrain and not abolish slav ery. So Warner 
Miller, elected to restrain and not abolish the 
liquor traffic,stands with a character equipped 
to meet the demand of prohibition. 
He 
stands to v oice in State legislation the power 
of the churches as against the saloon. 
His 
Malone speech, which disturbs the politics of 
the Vo ice is too emphatic to be misunderstood 
and I would recommend all who hav e not to 
read it. 
A WELL SETTLED PRINCIPLE 
It is a principle well settled in law that 
when a certain result is produced by certain 
acts, the person who does those acts is pre­ 
sumed to inteod the result. 
Apply that to 
this election. The third parlv members who re­ 
fuse, lo v ote for W arner Miller intend the re­ 
sult that might be had in the election of a 
saloon candidate. 
The argument that a rule 


of rum will create a temperance sentiment 
which will cause the people to rise against 
the saloon is a mistaken, false idea. 
I see in 
such a course only the lightening of the 
chains of Hie rum curse fortified in the Gov ­ 
ernment by legislation and the election and 
appointment of Judges that will nullify all 
our temperance decisions in the courts, and 
the dissenting opinion of the Justice in United 
States Supreme Court pronouncing the tin 
constitutionality ot the prohibitory 
laws 
would be the prev ailing opinion. 
I see in it 
the destruction of our Sunday laws and ihe 
legalized prostitution of female v irtue. 
I see 
the sorrows of children, the misery of wiv es, 
increased crime, debased manhood and the 
unbridled reign of rum. 
I withdraw from 
this picture and my eye secs the struggle now 
being made to av ert such ruin. 
THE RUM CROWD HURRAHING. 
I find that 1 am in the midst of the fight 
I hear the rum crowd hurrahing for their 
lender and Bringing their gold and silv er for 
the fight. 
I listen and I hear Ihe war cry 
from the other side and the ringing words of 
their leader. 
He is at the front. 
lie is 
the strongholds of the enemy in New-York 
City and Brooklyn. 
He rings out the words 
down with 
the 
rule of 30,(X)0 saloons, 
churches to the rescue, and the ministers of 
the land fall into line, under tl e banner, 
churches against the saloon. 
In that contest 
I atn eager lor the fight. 
I would rush to 
the front sounding the alarm and call upon 
all religious people to the front. 
Tiie oper- 
tunc time has come to draw the line between 
rum and religion. 
Nev er in this State 
since 
1854. 
has 
this 
temperance 
question been brought so prominently into 
the contest. 
Take this Vicksburgh, the 
State of New-York by 00,000 to 100,000 ma 
jority, and the temperance question has ear 
riod New-York for ihe 
National ticket. 
Brav e men will be brav er. 
Doubtful men 
will no longer doubt. 
This State will lake a 
deeper interest in temperance issues. 
The 
demand for Prohibition will not abate. That 
demand, coming from the churches, will be 
heeded, and there will be a louder call in the 
great National Conv ention from New York 
to lake up the issue that secures the final Iri 
umph of the Church against the saloon. 
THE PARAMOUNT issue . 
This is the situation* and Hie issues they 
show you that the paramount 
issue 
to 
be 
decided 
is 
the 
temperance 
issue 
in 
this 
State. 
As 
that 
is 
decided 
so it will probably be decided in the National 
contest. 
I hav e shown the folly of the tie 
mand for another party than the ex isting two 
great parties. 
I hav e shown the importance 
of present action and I appeal unto you 
v oters, will you stand by the churches and 
Christian sentiment ? 
You cannot afford to 
speculate on theories untried. 
I ask you to 
accept tried and tested theories that hav e and 
will giv e us success. 
I hav e shown how that 
High License states are demanding in Nc 
braskaand Pennsylv ania the submission of 
the Constitutional prohibitory amendment, 
and that demand is recognized in these states 
in Ihe Republican platforms pledged to such 
submission. 
I appeal to you when the di­ 
v iding between the temperance men and 
the liquor men is being madoi that you 
count, beyond a question, for temperance. 
.,ct no man be able to say your position 
doubtful. 
Build for yourselv es no beautiful 
castles without a firm foundation. 
Secure 
the foundation on public seutiment and ou 
that you can stand. 
CHARACTER OF THE CANDIDATES. 
There is one more important issue of which 
I speak and with that I will close. 
It is the 
character of the men whom wc would elect to 
the chief offices in State and Nation. 
Thi 
issue in this respect is clear and distinct. The 
decision is to he made between opposites 
On the one side character blemished with 
stuins that will nev er wipe out, the allies of 
the liquor traffic educated and trained in the 
beer .shops. 
On the other side there is 
offered Christian men, worthy communicants 
of our religious denominations, men that we 
can trust; men who v irtuous womanhood 
need not blush and refuse to take by the 
hand in our National halls; rounded, ex peri­ 
enced, perfected statesmanship that has the 
capacity to deal with all National questions. 
We offer the best American manhood that 
ev er asked for your suffrages—Harrison and 
Morton and Warner Miller. 
Will you ac ­ 
cept ? 


THE GREAT REPUBLICAN PARTY. 
We offer to you the success and principles 
of that party which will he not less bright in 
the future than in the past; that party which 
has giv en this Nation and the world the best 
specimens of grand and noble deeds, and 
men iu immortality at whose shrines friend 
and 
foe 
bow 
humbly 
and 
speak 
with 
rev erence 
the 
names 
of 
Lincoln, 
Grant 
and 
Garfield; 
that

In the somewhat ex trav agant language of 
certain leaders of the local Democracy “ a 
grand Democratic rally” was held in Lis- 
comb’s Opera House, Rondout, last night. 
Elaborate preparations, including the placing 
of many chairs upon the stage, had been 
made for the ev ent. 
All told the audience 
numbered 83 persons, 6 of whom, inclusiv e 
of the speaker, occupied seats on the plat­ 
form. 
The meager attendance may hav e 
been caused by the somewhat inclement 
weather, or it may hav e been the result of 
the announcement that the Hon. William 
Loutisbery, Philanthropist, of 
Kingston, 
would be the principal orator of the ev ening, 
or ic may hav e been due partly to both, and 
also to the circumstance that the rank and 
file of the party hav e not fully recov ered 
from the effects of the Ilill meeting held last 
Tuesday. 


’rr.S DECIDED TO HOLD A MEETING. 
It was 8:20 o’clock when the meeting was 
called to order. 
The appointed hour was 8 
o’clock, sharp, but 20 minutes was wasted by 
Mr. Loutisbery and the leaders aforesaid dis­ 
cussing whether or not it was adv isable to 
hav e a meeting at all. 
Finally it was de­ 
cided in the affirmativ e, an 1 the 0 gentle­ 
men, who occupied (> chairs later on,marched 
in single file in front of the footlights and 
distributed” themselv es in the sea of st ats 
before the 77 men and boys lelt in the body 
of the liou.se. 
John Hussey was made Chair­ 
man, and he made an apology for the small 
attendance. 
Then 
he introduced 
Philan­ 
thropist Lounsberv . 
MR. LOUNBBERY’s CONVINCING ARGUMENTS. 
Mr. Lounsberv was in good v oice, and he 
spoke for nearly 40 minutes, about one-half 
of the time being dev oted to eulogizing T he 
F r e e m an , and the other half to what he was 
pleased to term the questions of the surplus 
and the tariff. 
Mr. Lounsbcrj’s sense of the 
proprieties is about on a par with his logic 
and the record he made wiiileserv ing in Con­ 
gress. 
With that refinement of speech aud 
delicacy of sentiment, for width he is to 
some ex tent noted, he discussed the subject 
matter in hand. 
Mr. Lounsbery thinks that 
T he F r e e m an is a great paper, and he said 
so, and, of course, T he F r e e m an holds that 
he is a great man and orator, and it says so 
here and now. 
Mr Lounshei v would scorn 
to make personal attacks upon his fcllow- 
townsnien, particularly upon the rostrum, 
where he had been asked to speak upon the 
political issues of the day, yet there are peo­ 
ple who heard him, last night, who hav e 
lid to-day 
that 
part of 
his 
address 
was nev er equaled outside of Billingsgate. 
But tlie.se people don’t understand Mr. Limns- 
beiy. 
lie means all right, though his man­ 
ner of giv ing utterance to his ideas may not 
lie such as to please all sorts and conditions 
of men. 


IS THERE A SURPLUS ? 
The Philanthropist showed conclusiv ely 
that there is a surplus and that there is no 
urplus, at least he said that the arguments 
he adduced prov ed these somewhat para­ 
dox ical statements, to his mind, beyond a 
doubt, and hav ing done that, it necessarily 
follows that lie made it equally patent lo the 
minds of his hearers. 
Hav ing thus satisfac­ 
torily disposed of a surplus and the lack of a 
a surplus, he took up t lie tariff and ex plained 
the v arious prov isions in the Mills bill to the 
great delight of a number of small boys in 
the gallery, who gav e v ent to their cordial 
approv al by occasionally ejaculating the word 
bully,” as though from the mouth of a eata 
pull, and by turninghand-springson 4 chairs. 


THE QUESTION OF TAXATION. 
Mr. Lounsbery laid great stress upon what 
he said was the fact that his hearers had paid 
millions of dollars in unnecessary tax ation, 
and then, later on, made the somewhat in­ 
congruous assertion that there were not ov er 
5 persons in the house who had ev er paid a 
tax on an income of $1,500 per year, 
But 
that was neither here nor there, and tlie v ery 
ablest of speakers, now and then, will get 
things mix ed. 
Then the gentleman said lie 
was in fav or of free wool, and ex plained Ihe 
difference between the Mills bill and the Sen­ 
ate tariff hill. 


THE r o o n HOUSE, PROBABLY. 
He did not make it ex actiy clear whether 
or not the prospectiv e workings of the first 
name 1 measure would he the means of mak­ 
ing the United States a land ov erflowing with 
milk and honey for workingmen, or whether

i logician and to his keen insight into tilings 
holy, unholy and otherwise. 


A TRIBUTE TO IION. L. T. MORTON. 
The speaker then paid his respects to the 
Hon. Lev i P. Morton. 
The Republican can­ 
didate for the Vice-lbesidency will learn with 
regret that the Hon. William Lounsbery con­ 
siders that he is no great shakes, and that he 
is a bad lot generally. 
Mr. Lounsbery was 
in Congress with Mr. Morton. 
In a modest 
way the speaker related what lie [Lounsbery] 
had done in Congress, what he had said in 
Congress, where he sat in Congress, how 
Congress became as silent as the grav e when 
the news was bruited about that he was going 
to speak, etc., etc. 
Mr. Morton, on the other 
hand, did not amount to beans.

cuses, but reform the old part}' caucuses. 
“ Everywhere w ithout distinction of party 
lend your efforts to enforce the restrictive 
suppression and prohibitory features of exist­ 
ing liquor laws. 
W hile we will find success 
dependent upon conditions we cannot control 
concentrate everywhere “ upon the best prac­ 
ticable m easures,” believing the wisest policy 
no license votes “ under a local option regime 
and as soon as possible by Constitutional pro­ 
hibitory am endm ents.”

|ferN ow the Voice falsely, in two successive 
Issues, October 4 und 11, proclaims the false- 
vfiOod that this utterance, stricken out and re­ 
jected by the M. E. General Conference, is 
4h* utterance unanim ously declared by the 
Conference. 
TESTIMONY AND OPINIONS. 
Upon this temperance issue expert testi­ 
m ony and em inent opinions are being put 
fortli. 
Dr. Deems, in New-York, a third 
partv Prohibitionist, perhaps to bolster up his 
position, in which he may have some doubt 
w hether he is just right, has issued a circular 
Of questions to a large number of Professors 
In colleges and ministers. 
The answers in 
part have been published in the Voice. 
This 
fact is shown that while thev all believe, with 
one or two exceptions, in prohibition, there 
áre several very decided in their opinion that 
prohibition is best secured by supporting the 
Republican party. 


A COMPLETE ANSWER. 
Í There is one opinion given in answer to Dr. 
•De. [■ms circular which I regard as a complete 
answ er to the third party as could be made.

T n E VIEWS OF CLERGYMEN. 
Í 
There lias lately appeared in the T rib u n e 
^very decided opinions from 29 eminent and 
representative clergymen in New-York City, 
from the Methodist. Baptist, Presbyterian, 
.Catholic Universalist and Unitarian Churches. 
They all agree that it would be disastrous to 
the temperance interest not to support the 
Republican candidates and especially W arner 
•Miller for Governor. 
WHAT THE TESTIMONY MEANS. 
W hat does all 
this array of testimony 
lean? 
It means that there is a great moral 
sue. 
It means there are conscientious men, 
hose only relation w ith political parlies is 
advance moral issues, whose convictions 
e fixed that the advancement, of those 
loral questions can only be best served by 
ipportinr the Republican party. 
It means 
: the maintenance of a third party to ad­ 
vance the same moral question is a division 
moral forces. 
A separation of those who 
-should be friends. 
A division that weakens 
Í power. 
A division that brings disaster. 
DIVISION ON A MORAL ISSUE. 
W hy this division on a moral issue? 
Is it 
to awaken a better*conscience? 
W ho has a 
light to make a conscience for these men? 
W ho shall decide the right or wrong? 
Out 
of over 4,000,000 of Republican voters I 
think it is fair to say that one-quarter of a 
m illnn are conscientious, temperauce-Prohi- 
bitionists. 
Shall they yield to the minority 
conscientious voters 
of 150.000. 
We be­ 
lieve that on a conscientious quest ion,where it 
can be done without committing sin, the 
m iuority should yield convictions to the 
m ajority. 
If 
yielding 
convictions 
only 
effects an ideal, 
or an experiment 
it becomes a very close question,if it is not a 
sin.for a Christian m an not to use his vote for 
the election of upright,conscientious,Christian 
men, who he can possibly elect, as against 
men representing the worst elements of so­ 
ciety. 
“ VOTE AS YOU FRAY ’’ ARGUMENT. 
A gain,this argum ent,“ vote as you pray,” is 
_tbe argum ent of him who has no argum ent. 
It partakes of that religious zeal which has 
always existed in individuals who have ex­ 
ercised no judgm ent and believed God would 
accomplish all that they desire if they only 
have faith. 
They arc of those whom Bishop 
Simpson says “ who expect results w ithout 


proper agencies; who expect to lie guided in 
the ordinary affairs of life by the Divine 
Spirit, when they do not try to use their own 
understanding and ail appropriate helps.*’ 
In the days of John Wesley persons repre- 
senting this class of men, led by George Bell 
and one Maxwell, came very near, nt one 
time, of breaking up his societies. This same 
zeal, about 28 years ago, appeared In W est­ 
ern New-York, under the leadership of one 
Roberts, and a large number of members of 
the 
31. 
E. 
Church 
left and 
organ­ 
ized 
the 
Free 
Methodist. 
They 
as­ 
sumed a higher and more spiritual life 
and complained of a decline in spiritual life 
in the old church, and believed it to he their 
duty to bear open testimony against the 
church. 
They divided the old church, but 
the old church continued the mighty religious 
power. 
This division was not wisdom. 
But 
you say all great advances have been by di­ 
visions. 
The great Methodist Church was a 
separation from the Episcopal. 
T hat is true. 
The separation in that case, however, was a 
growtli not intended and a virtual rejection 
by the Episcopal Church. 
In this case the 
third parly is a division between those of a 
like failh, the minority separating from the 
majority. 
They complain of the Republican 
party that it is not pronounced enough, does 
not rcacli the standard they require, and if 
you reason with them they snv vote as you 
pray, and they knowingly go and vote to 
elect rum candidates instead of a temperance 
man. 
AS TO LIQUOR MEN; 
One of the objections to the Republican 
party by the third party is that there are 
liquor men in the party. 
T hat fact is a con­ 
dition which cannot be different so long as 
there arc in large cities, wards and districts in 
which the whole community is naturally 
Democratic or believes in beer drinking. 
These communities divide into these two 
great parties to contest local offices and secure 
local appointments. 
Then when they send 
regularly-elected delegates to the Republican 
conventions they cannot he refused. 


V a l se h o o d s a n d d e c e it . 
There are many methods of falsehood and 
deception practiced by the organ, the Voice, 
of which 1 would like to speak, but time will 
not permit. 
I will just say when this Voice 
gives interviews with liquor men on temper­ 
ance issues, to be published in the Voice, and 
interviews with publishers of a professed 
German Republican paper down in St. Louis 
for the same purpose, I figure it out as a con­ 
spiracy in which the managers of the third 
party, liquor dealers and Ifqlior newspapers 
are willing to enter to injure the Repub­ 
lican 
party. 
Especially 
when 
there 
is 
no 
proof 
that 
the Republican 
National 
Committee lias mailed a single one of such 
papers, and positively asserts the} have not. 
I have no doubt, to keep publishers of papers 
throughout the country friendly, tliey are 
paid for large numbers of their publications, 
which go into the basement of the Commit­ 
tee’s headquarters, to be disposed of after 
election to the junk man. 
It is some of this 
old junk paper which so tickles the Voice. 


WARNER MILLER'S COURSE. 
Now this same organ proclaims,in nn infer­ 
ential way, that because W arner Miller in a 
speecli at Malone, gave it as his belief that it 
would he impossible in this State now to pass 
a prohibitory amendment to the Constitution, 
or if passed to enforce it in the cities, that 
W arner 31illcr is opposed to the Prohibition 
amendment being submitted, find if submitted 
would oppose its passage. 
That does not fol­ 
low. 
There are many who believe a.-. W ar­ 
ner Miller does, but would work and vole for 
such amendment. 
I myself believe the same, 
but would support it. 
The 
Voice speaks 
of Dr. Talmage that*he. in an interview,says: 
“ 1 am afraid High License must run its 
course, and he tried as a National measure, 
before men will see the utter fallacy of it, 
and resort to Prohibition.” This shows that 
Dr. Talmage sees the condition of things, 
witli reference to High License, as W arner 
Miller does. 
Yet it does not prove that Dr. 
Talmage will not work for prohibition. This 
interview is remarkable in this, that it does 
not sav Dr. Talmage will not vote for W ar­ 
ner Miller. 
AN AMUSING ASSERTION. 
Again an amusing assertion was put forth 
in this same paper, in its issue after ttie sub­ 
mission amendment had passed the New-York 
Legislature last April. 
I read in the issue 
of April 19 : “ The same force that has secured 
its passage through both Houses of this Leg­ 
islature—namely, the increase of the Prohibi­ 
tion vole—is the one thing that will secure it 
the slightest chance of passing the next Leg­ 
islature. after the Presidential campaign is 
over. 
If the Prohibition vote were to fall 
off this year and next [which there isuolikli- 
hood of its doing], the bill two years from 
now would be in as hopeless a condition as it 
was four years ago.” 
A STORY TO ILLUSTRATE. 
This reminds me of the story of the old 
man and his wife. In the earlj days of the 
country a hear strayed into the cabin. 
The 
old 
man 
ran 
into 
the 
garret 
and 
pulled 
the 
ladder 
after 
him. 
The 
old lady killed the bear. 
Some friends com- 
r to 
the 
cabin, 
the 
old 
man told 
them how lie and his wife killed the hear. 
That is about the position of the third party — 
in the garret—while the Republican party is 
killing the hears. 
Now this third party is 
worse than the old man, for the old man gave 
a little credit to the old lady. 
But still worse 
when the sons came home from the field and 
the bears come around the next season this 
tiiird party proposes to go into the garret 
again and take the sons with him and leave 
the old lady to tight the bears alone. 
IN MAINE AND IOWA. 
There is another strange idea this third 
party has got in their head that in order to 
enforce prohibition up in Maine and Iowa 
they 
must 
be 
elected 
to 
office 
to do the fighting in that line. 
Now I pro­ 
pose to them that at the next election 50good, 
substantial Republicans to 1 third party Pro­ 
hibitionist, as it will take just that num ber to 
carry the election in those states, go iuto cau­ 
cus and make nominations and those 50 to 1 
will nominate the old Republican officers and 
elect the n. 
I ask you third party men how 
are you going to enforce the law any better 
under a new name than with the old name ? 
ATTEMPTS TO MISLEAD. 
This third party organ, the Voice, endeav­ 
ors to prejudice the public against the best 
type of Christian character experienced in 
State craft, integrity above reproach or the 
Shadow of suspicion when it puts forth,‘in a 
late issue, the following : 
The election of W arner Miller ami his High Li­ 
cense P' licy would be a positive calam ity were it 
not that, if elected, the Republican Legislature 
would a t once probably stop passing High License 
bills, as they passed them before confessedly to 
“ put the Governor in a hole.” B utjif his election 
really means High License for New-York State, it 
would be far worse for the tem perance cause thau 
the re-election of Mr. Hill. 
FANATICISM RUN MAD. 
That to me is fanaticism run m ad—“ a cal­ 
amity the election of W arner Miller !” 
I 
am reminded of the days of 1860 and 1861, 
when fanaticism, exemplified in W endell 
Phillips, cried o u t: “ Abraham Lincoln, the 
slave bound of Illinois.” 
Abraham Lincoln, 
possessed with that almost divine of attrib­ 
utes, the power to interpret .the will of the 
people, stands to-day the most notable exam ­ 
ple in history. 
W ith clear perception of 
what was right, lie read the sentiment that 
would stand behind him to break the slave 
curse. 
He did not lead that sentiment, but 
he felt it rising in the very air, tmd as it came 
to him at the opportune time lie made effect­ 
ual the abolition of slavery in this country. 
8o I believe of W arner Miller. 
Let the pub­ 
lic sentiment come to him that will make 
prohibition 
the 
policy 
of 
the 
State, 
like 
bis 
great 
predecessor, 
he 
will 
make 
it 
effectual. 
Abraham 
Lincoln was elected on the public sentiment 
to restrain and not aliolish slavery. So W arner 
Miller, elected to restrain and not abolish the 
liquor traffic,stand* with a character equipped 
to meet the demand of prohibition. 
He 
stands to voice in State legislation the power 
of the churches as against the saloon. 
His 
Malone speech, which disturbs the politics of 
the Voice is too emphatic to be misunderstood 
and I would recommend all who have not to 
read it. 
A WELL SETTLED PRINCIPLE 
It is a principle well settled in law that 
when a certain result is produced by certain 
acts, the person who does those acts is pre­ 
sumed to inteüd the result. 
Apply that to 
this election. The third partv members who re­ 
fuse, to vote for W arner Miller intend the re­ 
sult that might be had in the election of a 
saloon candidate. 
The argum ent that a rule 


of rum will create a temperance sentiment 
which will cause the people to rise against 
die saloon ÍS a mistaken, false idea. 
I see in 
sucli a course only the tightening of the 
chaius of the ruin curse fortified in the Gov­ 
ernment by legislation and the election and 
appointment of Judges that will nullify all 
our temperance decisions in the courts, and 
the dissenting opinion of the Justice in United 
States Supreme Court pronouncing the un- 
constitutionaluy ot the prohibitory 
laws 
would be the prevailing opinion. 
I see in it 
the destruction of our Sunday laws and the 
legalized prostitution of female virtue.

’f is DECIDED TO HOLD A MEETING. 
It was 8:20 o’clock when the meeting was 
called to order. 
The appointed hour was 8 
o’clock, sharp, but 20 minutes was wasted by 
Mr. Lounsbery and the leaders aforesaid dis­ 
cussing whether or not it was advisable to 
have a meeting at all. 
Finally it was de­ 
cided in the affirmative, an 1 the 6 gentle­ 
men, who occupied 6 chairs later on,marched 
in single tile in front of the footlights and 
“ distributed” themselves in the sea of seats 
before the 77 men and boys lelt in the body 
of the house.

3Ir. Lounsbery was in good voice, and lie 
spoke for nearly 40 minutes, about one-half 
of the time being devoted to eulogizing T h e 
F r e e m a n , and the other half to what he was 
pleased to term the questions of the surplus 
aud the tariff. 
31r. Lounsbery’s sense of the 
proprieties is about on a par with his logic 
and the record he made while serving in Con­ 
gress. 
W ith that refinement of speecli and 
cielicacy of sentiment, for which he is to 
some extent noted, he discussed the subject 
m atter in band. 
31r. Lounsbery thinks that 
T h e F r e e m a n is a great paper, and lie said 
so, and, of course, T h e F r e e m a n holds that 
lie is a great man and orator, and it says so 
here and now. 
Mr Lounsbery would scorn 
to make personal attacks upon his fellow- 
townsmen, particularly upon the rostrum, 
where lie luid been asked to speak upon the 
political issues of the day, yet there are peo­ 
ple who heard him, last night, who have 
said

that 
part of 
his 
address 
was never equaled outside of Billingsgate. 
But these people don’t undeistand Mr. Louus- 
beiy. 
lie means all right, though bis man­ 
ner of giving utterance to his ideas may not 
be such as to please all sorts and conditions 
of men. 
IS THERE A SURPLUS? 
The Philanthropist showed conclusively 
that there is a surplus and that there is no 
surplus, at least be said that the arguments 
fie adduced proved these somewhat para­ 
doxical statements, to his mind, beyond a 
doubt, and having done that, it necessarily 
follows that he made it equally patent lo the 
minds of bis hearers.

In the day;, of John Westby persons repre­ 
senting this class of Ilion, led by George Bell 
and one Maxwell, came very near. nt one 
time, of breaking up his societies.

Now this same organ proclaims,iu on infer 
cetin! way, that because W arner Miller in a 
speech at Malone, gave it as his belief that it 
would Im impossible iu this Blate now to pass 
a prohibitory amendment to the Constitution, 
or if passer! to enforce it in the rides, thai 
W arner Miller is opposed lo the Prohibition 
am endment Iming submitted, and if submitted 
would oppose lls jms-Hge.

AN AMUSINO ASSERTION.
